' Antioch will be directly affected 
by the Richard Bong Air base, 22, 
Antioch business and professional 
men were told by Col. John R. Mur- 
phy while they were guests at 
O'Hare International Air Port, Park 
Ridge, Wednesday, March 20. 

The 6,000 acre air port to be 
started July 1 at Kansasville, Wis., 
will be just 12 miles north of An- 
tlch and this close proximity with 
its ctimated 7,000 pesonnel may be 
expected to boom Antioch business. 
v (The ii;00O ft runway having a 
200" foot' width will not only be 
suitable for jet fighters but for 
giant bombers, according to the Ke- 
nosha News.) 

Colonel Murphy said that the 
Richard Bong air base was decided 
upon three years ago and Kansas- 
ville picked as the best location to 
supply a defense for the Chicago 
area both because of its topography 
and the fact that it is away from 
the thickly settled area. 

The speaker, in briefing the An- 
tioch men on what the job of the 
air force is, said that the 62nd and 
63rd air squadrons which are a 
part of the 56th fighter group, will 
be moved to the new base. He gave 
the history of this squadron which 
was activated in June, 1941 and 
the history of the 62nd and 63rd 
during the first and second world 
wars. The group had a record of 
causing a loss of eight .enemy planes 
to one of their own. 

After the briefing the Antioch 
men had lunch at the base and then 
were taken to the big hangar where 
they had the privilege of sitting in 
the pilot's seat of a Cl-19, known 
as the flying box car. 

From there they went to the O'- 
Harc tower and saw the control of 
air traffic both by radar and 
vision. They also went to the 
ground control appoach place which 
is operated through precision radar. 

Some of the men remained for 
dinner at the Officers Club.

The 
British started using it to support their military cam- 
paigns in the late 1700's, shortly after we licked them 
at Yorktown and won our independence. Well, they 
have their revenge."

Suppose someone took you aside and said: "You 
have an enemy who may waylay you and cripple you 
for life.

Tax the Users 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority expects to spend 
a record $385 million during the next fiscal year on 
the nation's airways system. This is simply a re- 
flection of the hard fact that air traffic has become 
so great that present facilities are inadequate and 
can no longer be trusted to safely handle the job. 

Almost no one will dispute the need for this 
kind of spending. But another point arises — who, 



besides the general taxpayers, should pay for It? 

Commercial transport planes .account for 30 per 
cent of the use of CAA-malntaincd facilities. If 
those carriers" pay their share of next year's CAA 
allocations, the bill will come to $155 million. But 
last year they paid only $20 million, all of it in fuel 
taxes. 

According to the Wall Street Journal, the situ- 
ation is serious enough to have attracted the concern 
of President Eisenhower. It quotes L. W. Burton of 
the Department of Commerce os expressing the Pres- 
ident's policy in these words: "Where the government 
renders a special service, there should be a tax on 
the users." 

That principle should apply in other fields in 
addition to CAA-spending. Of the commercial car- 
riers only the railroads wholly pay their own way. 
All the others are subsidized, directly or indirectly. 
That is a mighty important matter, in the light of 
such developments as the multl-bllllon dollar high- 
way bill. It's time that the users of government- 
supported facilities — which means taxpayer-support- 
ed — did more paying.

Write Your Congressman! _ 

A Congressman can know the temper of the 
folks back home only if they communicate it to him 
in plain words. 

Startling number of Americans ore doing just 
that — and on a common theme: Cut the budget! 

Many Congressmen are surprised by the volume 
and intensity of this mail. Possibly they thought 
their constituents had been numbed to multiblllion 
budgets and the allegedly painless extraction of a 
sizable portion of their earnings at the source every 
payday. 

But the politicians should have remembered the 
proverbial straw that broke the camel's back. 

President Eisenhower's $71.8 billion budget 
seems to be having precisely that effect. 

And, for all their brave oratory and economy 
spiels, most Congressmen will do little about cutting 
the budget — unless they are ordered by the taxpayers 
to get in there and slash. 

That's a job for all taxpayers, not just a vocifer- 
ous handful. It's a job for millions of taxpayers who 
never before have written their Senators and Repre- 
sentatives — and, for that matter, may not even know 
who they are or where to address them.

And 
dormant recommendations from the Hoover Commis- 
sion can be activated, for permanent multibillion 
economies. 

If there's a real hope — and there is — of trimming 
the fat out of government spending dealing inflation 
a body blow and paving the way for tax and debt 
reduction, that hope rests with you and your judicious 
use of a pen, a sheet of paper, an envelope, a stamp 
and the nearest mailbox. If you can't wait, tele- 
graph. 

All hope of fighting government-caused inflation, 
of bringing tax relief within sight rests with you and 
your indignation, translated into blunt words readily 



understood by Congressmen.

The proposed fiscal 1958 Federal 
budget, $72 billion, Is just slightly 
more than total Federal spending 
for the first 132 years of our na- 
tional life. As calculated, total 
spending from 1780 to and including 
1921 amounted to $71.5 billion. Con- 
scious of such facts, no wonder the 
American public realizes that the 
most pressing need facing them to- 
day is a reduction in Federal gov- 
ernment spending. But how can 
this be done? 

The answer to that question is 
twofold. First, adoption of the re- 
maining 61 per cent of the Hoover 
Commision recommendations will 
mean a savings of $5 billion a year. 
This over-all reduction would re- 
sult in a tax saving of about $100 
annually for the average American 
family. 

Second, adoption by Congress of 
a resolution (House Resolution No. 
170) offered by Representative 
John Ray (N. Y.) would save ap- 
proximately $8 billion for the tax- 
payers' pocketbooks. This resolution 
simply states that with the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1957, the 
total amount which may be appro- 
priated may not exceed $65 billion, 
and that expenditures for said year 
shall not exceed $65 billion. Reve- 
nue received during this fiscal year 
in excess of $65 billion shall be ap- 
plied $4 to the reduction of the na- 
tional debt and the other half to 
the reduction of taxes. 

Such "hold the line" action by 
Congress in adopting the Hoover 
Commission recommendation and 
the Ray Resolution would not only 
mean a cut in individual income 
tax rates, but would also mean a 
reduction in the national debt.

When It's a Goiter 

When a goiter develops, the cul- 
prit gland involved is the thyroid, 
a butterfly shaped structure located 
in the neck. Whether it is toxic or 
non-toxic, whether it is producing 
symptoms or not, any enlargement 
of the thyroid gland is a goiter, the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society points 
out in Health Talk. 

The thyroid secretes a hormone, 
normaly present in the body, and 
sends it directly into the blood 
stream where one function among 
others is to regulate the rate at 
which fuel is burned in the body. 
If the thyroid is overactive, the fuel 
of the body is burned rapidly; if it 
is underactive, it burns at a slower 
rate. This burning of body fuels 
is called metabolism. 

There are different types of goi- 
ter, but the three most common 
[are non-toxic, toxic, and cancerous. 

In the non-toxic type, which is 

| found commonly in the Great Lakes 

region, a deficiency of iodine is us- 

! ualy the cause. The hormone of 

! the thyroid gland contains 60 per 

cent by weight of iodine. If there

Again medical supervision is war- 
ranted because of the possibility of 



the non-toxic goiter developing into 
the toxic or ertnecrous typo. 

In the toxic or hyperthyroid in- 
dividual, the nppetite is usually ex- 
cessive, but the fuel is burned so 
rapidly Hint the resulting energy 
is dissipated as h«it. The patient 
loses weight nnd strength in spile 
of n good appetite; he becomes hot 
nnd sweats on little effort, is usual- 
ly nervous, jittery and has a tremor. 
The nervousness is usually outward 
with visible manifestations. 

As longevity increases, there hns 
been a noticeable increase in can- 
cers of the thyroid. Because they 
usually tern from the toxic goiter, 
it is wise to be suspicious of any 
swelling or enlargement of the thy- 
roid gland. 

Parents are cautioned to watch 
their children for noticeable en- 
largement of the glands of the neck, 
since very often an iodine deficiency 
will cause the early development of 
goiter. 

With the development of new nnd 
effective drugs, the activity of the 
thyroid gland can be controlled 
through medical supervision. Some 
persons respond very well to some 
of the new medications, while oth- 
ers do not. 

In certain individuals, there is no 
retardation of the enlargement; the 
thyroid is not controlled to handle 
properly its energy giving hormone 
and surgery must be undertaken to 
return the individual to good health.
